Paris, O& 26. Letters from Alicant of the 8th 
Tottant fay, that the Commandant of that Place had 
ady all 


the Tranfport-Ships io that Port, to the Number of 
74; having 4000 Men on board, with Abundance of 
Stores and Provifions : That all thefe Ships failed 
the fame Day, but it was not known what Courfe 
they were ta take, becaufe they were not to open 
their Orders till they were got to a certain Latitude 
at Sea: That an Exprefs arrived there at the fame 
time, upon which Orders were given to the Ca 
tains of Frigates, Gallies, and Firefhips to get ready 
io all hatte sn order to fail forthwith and join the 
Convoy: That 14 Tranfport-Ships had arrived 
there on the 6th pe Wok under the Convoy of two 
Frigates from Cadiz, which difembarked feveral 
Bales of Cloathing, and Chefts of new Arme for the 
Troops which lately arrived there: Thole Teaof- 
rts had likewife on board a great Number of 
Bales, Barrils of Powder, 600 Bombs, 4000 Grana- 
docs, 34 Pieces of Cannon, and 12 Mortars. They 
write from Gironne on the oth Inftant, that Advices 
from Saragofa give an Account, that purfuant to 
Ordets from Court they had begun to make a 
Deaught of the Soldiers and Strangers among the 
Troops which came lately from Sicily, and that the 
draughted Men were to rendezous at Balbarta and 
Fraga ; that the new Levies were carried on fuc- 
cefefully in all the Province, as well for recruting 
the old Regiments as to compleat the 500 Men 
which the Governours are obliged to furnifh before 
the end of this Month, by which. ‘tis conjefured, 
that thefe new Levies are defigned forthe Expedi- 
tionto Africa. Lettersfrom Martigues, a foall 
Town Gituated between Aix, Avignon, aod Mar- 
feilles, of the 12th Inftant fay, that the Contagion 
begins to make great Havock at Aix; Marfeilles 
is tterly ruined, above 80000 of its Inhabitants arc 
dead and Abundance dye every Day 54 more malig- 
nant Peftilence was never known, it lays every 
thing wafte ; the Religious in the Monafteries of 
all Orders have perifhed by it; not one Capuchin 
or Ricolet is left alive ; all the Churches are fhut 
up, and the Streets are covered with dead Carcaf-

Mafter-Surgeons and 4 Phyfitians are dead amongft 
the reft. The Plague has infetted 35 Placesin 
Provence.
